New directives, old policies, 
and current objectives were 
the topics of discussion last 
week during informal inter- 
views with Sister Karen Craig, 
dean of student services and 
Father James Froelich, director 
of student residence life. 

Craig and Froelich have 
often been criticized for 
policies coming out of then- 
office, even by myself. Sister 
Karen points out, however, 
"they are not my policies." 

Changes in policy or addi- 
tions of new policies must 
first be submitted to the 
faculty for approval, after 
which, they are submitted to 
the Board of Trustees. 

After the approval of the 
Board of Trustees, it is the 
dean of student services and 
the director of student res- 
idence life who have the re- 
sponsibility of enforcing 
policy. It is in the area of 
_ enforcement where Sister 
Ufr Karen and Father Froelich 
wield a great deal of power. 

Froelich says that four 
areas of policy will be empha- 
sized heavily this year (1) con- 
trolling and hopefully elimin- 
ating public intoxication, (2)
